I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1939. 

For  reasons  which  are  obvious,  the  Annual  Report  for  1939  has 
been  markedly  curtailed.  All  the  information  usually  included  has, 
however,  been  filed  in  the  office  so  that  continuity  of  record  will  be 
maintained . 

The  work  of  the  Department  was  seriously  hampered  by  the 
outbreak  of  war  and  the  large  amount  of  work  necessary  to  put  the 
Medical  Branch  of  the  Air  Raid  Precaution  Services  into  working 
order.  I  should  like  to  express  my  deep  apprecition  of  the  large  amount 
of  work  done  by  many  members  of  the  staff  in  that  direction. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  record  a  diminished  incidence  of 
infectious  disease  and  a  marked  diminution  in  the  number  of  infant 

deaths. 

Figures  for  the  first  full  year  of  the  new  Maternity  Hospital 
are  included  in  the  Report. 

It  is  regrettable  that  the  provision  of  new  Clinics  and  Offices 
could  not  be  proceeded  with  on  account  of  the  outbreak  of  war. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Committee  for  their  consideration  and 
support,  and  to  the  staff  for  their  continued  and  loyal  assistance  and 
response  to  all  demands  made  upon  them.

children  and  38  for  adult  females).  Patients  are  admitted  to  this 
Hospital  from  various  parts  of  the  country.  The  Corporation 
has  ten  beds  in  this  Hospital  on  terms.

Many  of  these,  however,  drifted  back  to 
Wallasey  before  their  confinement. 
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HIGHFIELD  MATERNITY  HOSPITAL. 


The  year  1939  was  the  first  complete  year  for  this  hospital  and 
the  hospital  has  worked  to  capacity — many  requests  for  admission 
having  to  be  refused. 

It  will  be  appreciated  that,  owing  to  the  impossibility  of  stating 
the  exact  date  a  confinement  will  occur,  the  difficulties  of  booking 
for  a  maternity  hospital  of  twenty-one  beds  are  not  slight,  as  it 
is  necessary  to  ensure  that  the  Hospital  is  not  overcrowded  and  yet 
it  is  essential  to  use  the  accommodation  as  fully  as  possible. 

It  has  been  decided  to  book  up  to  forty  cases  a  month,  and  so 
far  this  arrangement  appears  to  be  working  satisfactorily,  though 
at  times  the  pressure  on  the  accommodation  is  heavy  and  at  times 
there  are,  for  short  periods,  empty  beds. 

The  highest  number  of  cases  in  at  any  one  time  during  the  year 
was  29  and  the  lowest  10. . 

With  booking  at  this  figure  there  is  little  opportunity  for  the 
admission  of  urgent  cases,  though  they  are  taken  if  at  all  possible.

MATERNITY  CASES  ADMITTED  TO  BIRKENHEAD  MUNICIPAL 

HOSPITAL. 


The  Corporation  made  a  declaration  under  Section  5  of  the 
Local  Government  Act,  1929,  to  the  effect  that  as  and  from  1st 
October,  1939,  all  assistance  granted  by  the  Council  under  the 
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Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Acts,  as  amended  by  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  to  persons  ordinarily  resident  in  the  Borough, 
be  granted  by  virtue  of  those  Acts  and  not  by  way  of  Poor  Law 
Relief.  From  the  1st  October  to  the  end  of  the  year  13  cases  were 
admitted  to  the  Birkenhead  Municipal  Hospital  under  the  new 
arrangement. 


MATERNITY  EMERGENCY  UNIT. 

Arrangements  were  made  early  in  the  year  with  the  Liverpool 
Maternity  Hospital  for  the  use  in  Wallasey  of  the  Maternity  Unit 
for  dealing  with  difficult  domiciliary  obstetric  emergencies.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (ADULTERATION)  ACT,  1928. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 

The  administration  of  the  sampling  and  control  of  Food  and 
Drugs,  together  with  the  various  markings  of  many  commodities 
had  to  be  carried  out  under  two  Acts  during  the  year. 

On  October  1st,  1939,  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act, 
1928,  was  superseded  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  an  Act 
which  was  passed  to  consolidate  legislation  on  food  control. 

During  the  year  338  samples  were  analysed,  24  of  which  were 
found  to  be  adulterated.  Proceedings  were  instituted  in  two  in¬ 
stances  for  the  watering  of  milk  (9  per  cent,  and  3  per  cent,  respec¬ 
tively).  Both  cases  were  dismissed. 

FERTILISERS  AND  FEEDING  STUFFS  ACT. 

1 1  samples  of  Fertilisers  and  4  samples  of  Feeding  Stuffs  were 
submitted  for  analysis  during  the  year.

During  the  year  77  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for 
iological  examination.

Milk  in  Schools. 

Under  this  Scheme  Pasteurised  milk  is  supplied  to  school- 
children  in  bottles  containing  a  third  of  a  pint  at  a  charge  of  |d.  per 
bottle.  During  the  year  789,790  bottles  were  supplied  ;  including 
62,788  bottles  which  were  supplied  free  by  the  Education  Committee 
to  necessitous  children. 

Supervision  of  Meat  Supply. 

Owing  to  the  closure  of  the  Public  Abattoir  on  30th  June,  1939, 
and  also  to  the  fact  that  all  fresh  meat,  including  pork,  is  allocated 
to  Retail  Butchers  direct  from  the  Government  Slaughterhouse, 
situated  at  Tranmere,  Birkenhead,  all  home-killed  meat  consumed 
in  Wallasey  is  now  brought  into  the  Borougli  dead.

Landing  Place  for  Irish  and  Isle  of  Man  Animals  and  Foreign 

Animals  Wharf. 

The  emergency  slaughter  of  cattle  only  is  carried  on  at  these 
premises  and  during  the  year  26  animals  were  slaughtered  for 
emergency  reasons.  A  routine  post-mortem  inspection  was  made  in 
each  case,  which  resulted  in  six  carcases,  including  all  internal 
organs,  being  destroyed,  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
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Administration  of  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts  and  Orders. 

During  the  year  five  suspected  cases  of  Swine  Fever  were 
reported.  In  one  case  the  result  of  the  post-mortem  examination 
proved  positive,  and  the  outbreak  was  subsequently  confirmed  by 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Four  cow  keepers  in  the  Borough  experienced  visible  infesta¬ 
tion  by  the  warble  fly  maggot  in  their  stock,  there  being  ten  beasts 
involved.  The  necessary  action  was  taken  by  the  owners  in  each  case.

Mussel  and  Cockle  Beds,  Wallasey  Foreshore. 

The  Liverpool  Port  Health  Authority  in  February,  1939,  made 
an  Order  under  the  Public  Health  (Shell  Kish)  Regulations  of  1934, 
prohibiting  the  taking  for  sale  for  human  consumption,  cockles  and 
mussels  from  the  layings  contained  in  the  “  prescribed  area.” 

(NOTE. — The  “  prescribed  area  ”  means  the  foreshore  of  the 
River  Mersey  between  the  Red  Noses  at  New  Brighton  and  the 
westward  end  of  Leasowe  Embankment  in  the  County  of  Cheshire) .

To  the  CHAIRMAN  and  MEMBERS 

of  the  EDUCATION  COMMITTEE. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  work  of  the  School  Medical  Department  is  presented  in  the 
usual  way  and  it  will  he  seen  that  despite  the  upheaval  of  war  con¬ 
ditions  and  the  evacuation  of  2,551  children  of  school  age  from  the 
southern  part  of  the  town,  with  closure  of  schools,  it  was  possible  to 
carry  on  the  work  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  manner.  The  whole  of  the 
staff  were  available  for  normal  diities,  and  when  possible,  assistance 
was  given  in  the  Reception  Area,  which  was  so  near  as  to  make  this 
possible. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  report,  a  considerable  amount  of  dental 
work  was  done  for  the  evacuated  children,  and  Miss  Ogle,  who  is  in 
charge  of  massage  and  remedial  exercises,  resided  for  a  time  at  Rigby 
House,  Parkgate,  to  which  children  from  Elleray  Park  Special  School 
had  been  sent  and  which  was  also  used  to  accommodate  a  small  number 
of  difficult  children.  Dr.  Stacey  visited  this  house  on  several  occasions. 

At  the  outbreak  of  war  the  Health  Committee  had  recommended 
the  acceptance  of  a  tender  for  the  erection  of  a  central  Health  Centre 
on  the  Mill  Lane  site,  but  this  recommendation  was  withdrawn  at  the 
Council  meeting  as  a  state  of  war  had  intervened.  This  Centre,  in 
addition  to  a  new  Health  Department,  comprised  new  Clinics  for 
School  Medical  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services,  and  it  is 
very  regrettable  that  the  project  had  to  be  abandoned  for  the  time  being, 
so  the  clinics  must,  in  both  cases,  continue  to  be  carried  out  in  buildings 
quite  unsuitable  for  the  purpose  and  in  a  condition  to  which  the  term 
dilapidated  might  almost  be  applied.  Further,  the  proper  supervision 
of  both  these  important  services  is  not  possible  so  long  as  the  clinics 
are  away  from  the  administrative  headquarters,  nor  is  it  possible 
to  bring  about  the  full  co-ordination  of  the  two  departments  which  is 
so  desirable  in  the  interests  of  efficiency. 

Mr.  Luya  in  his  report  refers  to  the  appointment  of  an  additional 
Dental  Surgeon,  and  I  fully  endorse  his  plea  for  the  provision  of  a 
dental  clinic  in  the  New  Brighton  area.  This  suggestion  has  been 
made  on  previous  occasions. 

The  Clinic  at  Moreton  was  taken  over  in  September  for  Civil 
Defence  purposes  and  has  since  been  used  as  a  Mobile  Unit  and  First 
Aid  Party  Depot.  The  Public  Assistance  Committee  kindly  permitted 
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us  to  use  part  of  their  premises  for  clinic  purposes,  hut  if  proposals 
now  submitted  to  the  Emergency  Committee  are  finally  approved,  the 
clinics  should  shortly  revert  to  their  original  use. 

I  should  like  to  refer  to  the  good  work  carried  out  by  the  staff  during 
the  year,  particularly  during  the  trying  and  difficult  times  of  the  latter 
four  months  ;  to  the  co-operation  and  assistance  of  the  Director  of 
Education  and  his  staff,  and  to  the  work  done  by  Inspector  Mason, 
of  the  N.S.P.C.C.,  who  is  always  ready  to  help  when  asked  to  do  so. 
yls  always,  the  Head  Teachers  have  been  of  great  assistance  and  the 
members  of  the  Committee  have  always  dealt  very  sympathetically 
with  any  suggestions  made.

GENERAL 


MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

Cleanliness. 

The  School  Nurses  have  continuously  examined  the  children 
of  each  department  in  every  school  during  the  year,  and  those 
children  who  have  been  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition  have  been 
given  special  attention.  They  have  made  in  all  16,876  examinations 
on  10,684  individual  children.  There  were  97  cleansing  surveys, 
the  result  being  that  542  children  were  found  with  unclean  heads 
or  bodies.  208  routine  visits  and  262  special  visits  were  paid  to 
the  schools.  53  children  with  unclean  heads  were  found  at  the 
cleansing  surveys  and  excluded  from  school. 

1,730  visits  to  the  homes  of  the  children  were  made  and  34 
cases  of  neglect  were  reported  to  the  N.S.P.C.C. 

MINOR  AILMENTS. 

The  number  of  children  who  received  treatment  at  the  Clinics  was 
1,361  (769  at  the  Church  Street  Clinic,  and  592  at  the  Moreton  Clinic). 
The  number  treated  otherwise  than  under  the  Local  Education 
Authority  scheme  was  92.  This  does  not  include  children  treated 
privately  from  the  Secondary  Schools.  The  chief  ailments  met  with 
were  Impetigo  167,  Sores  464,  other  Skin  Conditions  97,  Minor 
Injuries  261,  Eye  Diseases  125,  and  Ear  Diseases  101.  During  the 
year  there  were  3  cases  of  Ringworm  (Scalp),  18  cases  of  Ringworm 
(Body),  and  23  cases  of  Scabies. 

The  number  of  dressings  was  5,149  (2,182  at  the  Church  Street 
Clinic  and  2,967  at  the  Moreton  Clinic). 

EYES. 

During  the  year  385  children  attended  the  eye  clinics,  making 
618  attendances.  329  were  provided  with  spectacles. 

In  32  cases  spectacles  were  not  needed.  In  2  cases  treatment 
was  not  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  in  22  cases  no  change 
of  lenses  was  considered  necessary.  6  operations  for  Strabismus 
were  performed  at  the  Hahnemann’s  Hospital,  Liverpool,  and  3 
cases  of  suspected  Trachoma  were  treated. 

TONSILS  AND  ADENOIDS. 

During  the  year  127  operations  were  performed  at  the  Victoria 
Central  Hospital  under  the  Local  Education  Authority's  scheme. 
101  operations  were  for  Tonsils  and  Adenoids.  15  for  Tonsils  only 
and  1 1  for  Adenoids. 
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The  school  nurses  visit  the  homes  of  the  children  on  their 
return  from  Hospital  and  advise  the  parents  to  allow  the  children 
to  attend  the  Remedial  Exercise  Clinic  to  aid  in  the  establishing 
of  correct  breathing.

NUTRITION. 

Recommendations  in  respect  of  the  granting  of  free  meals 
and/or  milk  totalled  181  cases,  the  numbers  finally  approved  as 
complying  with  the  medical  and  financial  conditions  being  58 
recommended  for  free  milk,  72  for  free  dinners  and  24  for  both 
milk  and  dinners. 


Provision  of  Meals. 

The  number  of  meals  (dinners)  supplied  free  of  cost  for  the 
period  1st  January  to  31st  December,  1939,  was  26,601.

During  the  year  789,790  bottles  of  milk  containing  one-third 
of  a  pint  each  were  supplied  to  the  schools.  Of  this  total,  the 
number  supplied  FREE  to  school  children  over  the  same  period, 
excluding  Elleray  Park  Special  School,  was  62,788.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  (December,  1939)  there  were  238  receiving  free  milk,  but 
the  largest  number  for  any  one  month  taken  separately  was  468 
in  June.

In  Table  I  (appended)  the  cases  are  shown  classified  in  age 
groups  and  disease  categories  ;  the  number  of  cases  discharged  is  also 
shown,  with  the  reason  for  discharge. 

Of  the  252  cases  which  have  been  on  the  Clinic  register  during 
the  past  year,  15  or  5.9%  have  been  admitted  to  the  Children’s 
Hospital,  Leasowe,  for  treatment.

The  total  number  of  days  spent  in  hospital  was  2,062  (73.5% 
being  devoted  to  children  of  school  age)  which  is  equivalent  to 
5.6  beds  being  occupied  throughout  the  year. 

Of  the  15  cases,  8  or  53.3%  only  were  of  school  age. 

The  work  of  the  Massage  and  Remedial  Exercises  Department 
is  of  the  greatest  value  in  preventive  and  curative  work. 

During  the  past  twelve  months  3,124  treatments  have  been 
given  to  99  cases  on  the  register.  31  New  Cases  were  admitted  and 
24  discharged. 

Table  2  shows  the  cases  analysed  in  age  and  disease  groups, 
and  also  shows  the  relative  amount  of  work  devoted  to  children  of 
school  and  pre-school  age. 
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Prior  to  the  outbreak  of  war,  the  work  of  the  Clinic  was 
increasing,  and  but  for  the  war  the  numbers  for  the  whole  year 
would  have  shown  a  marked  increase.  It  is  felt  that  if  the  work  of 
the  Clinic  continues  to  increase  more  time  should  be  given  to  it 
by  the  Surgeon  and  the  After-Care  Nurse  ;  extra  help  may  be  needed 
by  the  Masseuse,  and  also  some  clerical  assistance  be  made  avail¬ 
able,  in  order  that  the  Clinic  may  continue  to  run  smoothly.

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REPORT  ON  THE  WORK  OF  THE  REMEDIAL  SPEECH 

CLASSES. 

In  January,  1939,  there  were  42  children  attending  the 
Remedial  Speech  Classes. 

of  these  23  were  stammering  cases. 

2  were  cleft  palate  cases. 

8  were  very  backward  readers,  showing  some  degree 

of  word  blindness. 

9  were  faulty  articulation  cases. 

When  the  classes  were  re-arranged  after  the  summer  holidays, 
23  of  these  cases  remained  in  attendance,  and  9  new  cases  were 
admitted. 

On  the  outbreak  of  the  war  the  classes  were  suspended.  They 
were  re-opened  in  October.  Twenty-three  children  have  attended 
voluntarily  between  October  1939  and  January  1940. 

To  balance  the  drop  in  numbers,  a  centre  was  opened  in  Moreton 
in  December  1939.  The  names  of  40  children  needing  remedial 
speech  training  were  submitted  from  the  schools.  From  these,  16 
cases  (9  stammerers,  6  defects  of  articulation)  were  selected. 

Discharged  Cases,  1939-1940. 

7  cases  were  discharged  with  normal  speech  (3  stammerers, 

2  articulation  cases,  2  word-blind  cases). 

6  cases  were  discharged  as  much  improved. 

1  case  was  transferred  to  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic,  Liverpool. 

1  case  was  withdrawn  at  the  request  of  the  parents. 

2  cases  were  discharged  as  unable  to  benefit  from  treatment. 

9  cases  ceased  attendance  owing  to  evacuation. 

Backward  Children  in  Normal  Classes. 

It  has  been  noticed  that  three  backward  children  (1 
stammerer,  2  with  very  retarded  speech)  have  shown  an  astonishing 
improvement  in  speech  and  relaxation  since  the  war  released  them 
from  school  routine.  In  school  these  children  work  with  their 
age-groups.  The  marked  lessening  of  hypertension  apparently 
corresponds  to  the  removal  of  the  necessity  to  compete  with  a 
standard  that  is  beyond  their  capacity. 

It  has  also  been  noted  during  the  last  two  years  that  only  a 
small  percentage  of  the  children  admitted  as  unable  to  read  are 
true  cases  of  word-blindness.  The  children  are  usually  backward, 
with  poor  speech,  and  lacking  in  aural  and  visual  perception. 
Ordinary  speech  training  is  a  necessary  preliminary.  The  child 
cannot  read  until  it  has  a  clear  idea  of  the  actual  sounds  of  speech. 
These  children  cannot  follow  an  ordinary  school  lesson  but  respond 
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almost  normally  to  teaching  that  is  within  their  capacity  to  grasp. 
The  true  word-blind  child  has  normal  intelligence  and  normal 
vision,  but  retains  no  visual  images  of  letters,  i.e.,  appears  not  to 
see  them.

The  great  majority  of  the  14  cases  referred  during  the  year 
have  already  been  satisfactorily  and  finally  dealt  with,  either  at 
the  Clinic  itself,  or  by  recommendation  to  other  appropriate  sources 
for  treatment. 

The  remainder  still  under  treatment  and  including  the  4  cases 
carried  forward  from  1938,  are  all  reported  to  be  shewing  improve¬ 
ment  in  varying  degrees. 
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REPORT  OF  SENIOR  SCHOOL  DENTAL  OFFICER. 

The  year’s  work  started  under  very  favourable  circumstances  : 
the  staff  was  increased  by  the  addition  of  one  full-time  dental 
officer  and  one  full-time  nurse-attendant,  and  plans  were  being 
arranged  to  move  into  the  new  clinic  shortly  to  be  commenced. 
A  branch  clinic  in  the  New  Brighton  area  was  also  being  considered 
with  a  view  to  making  access  to  the  dental  services  easier  for 
children  living  in  that  area. 

The  outbreak  of  war  spoilt  most  of  these  plans,  and  it  is  under¬ 
stood  that  the  old  premises  in  Church  Street  will  have  to  continue 
to  serve  for  a  few  years  longer  :  at  the  same  time,  some  sort  of 
temporary  clinic  in  New  Brighton  is  still  needed,  if  only  to  avoid 
bringing  children  down  towards  the  Seacombe  area.  The  immediate 
effect  of  the  outbreak  of  war  was  to  paralyse  the  dental  clinic  for 
a  time,  although  the  attendance  of  patients  never  completely  ceased  : 
as  the  public  recovered  from  the  first  shock  those  parents  who 
attend  regularly  continued  to  do  so,  but  as  the  schools  were  closed 
it  was  impossible  to  do  dental  examinations  to  provide  new  cases. 
This  difficulty  was  overcome  by  going  through  the  school  registers 
and  sending  for  children  to  come  to  the  clinic  for  dental  examination. 
The  response  was  surprisingly  good,  and  it  has  since  become  possible 
to  work  in  a  manner  more  nearly  approaching  normal. 

It  became  necessary  to  do  something  for  those  children  who 
were  in  the  evacuation  area,  and  for  this  purpose  a  portable  dental 
equipment  was  got  together,  although  it  was  not  considered 
advisable  to  spend  too  much  money  in  view  of  the  general  uncer¬ 
tainty  :  a  portable  dental  chair  had  to  be  bought,  a  portable  dental 
engine  was  borrowed  and  surplus  instruments  from  the  clinic  were 
used.  This  outfit  was  put  in  a  car  and  the  schools  in  the  evacuation 
area  visited  in  turn.  The  first  few  weeks  were  devoted  to  dealing 
with  all  the  toothache  cases,  and  it  was  rare  for  the  dentist  to  arrive 
at  a  school  when  his  services  were  not  eagerly  awaited.  Operations 
were  performed  anywhere  that  there  was  space  to  put  down  a  dental 
chair  :  the  most  amusing  was  in  a  kitchen  with  washing  on  the 
line  and  cooking  going  on  next  door.  A  routine  was  devised  as 
time  went  on,  and  gradually  there  was  less  tooth  extraction  to  cure 
toothache  and  more  examination  and  conservative  treatment. 
Now,  each  school  in  the  area  is  visited  at  least  once  a  month,  and 
the  acceptance  of  treatment  is  surprisingly  good  :  there  seems  no 
doubt  that  in  this  type  of  work  in  a  county  area  the  poor  working 
conditions  are  compensated  for  by  a  more  personal  feeling  between 
dentist  and  patient.  Everyone  was  very  helpful,  and  special  thanks 
are  due  to  the  head  teachers,  not  forgetting  the  Heads  of  Cheshire 
Schools  who  allowed  the  Wallasey  dental  staff  to  use  their  premises 
whilst  their  own  children  were  in  session. 
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Particulars  of  work  carried  out  during  1939  by  the  School 
Dentist  for  \\  allasey  children  in  the  reception  areas  to  which  they 
have  been  evacuated.

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REPORT  ON  PHYSICAL  TRAINING,  1939. 

During  the  first  six  months  of  1939  the  Schools  of  the  Borough 
accomplished  some  good  work,  and  the  standard  was  being  steadily 
raised.  In  addition,  as  a  result  of  a  stimulating  visit  in  December 
1938  by  two  representatives  of  the  Central  Council  of  Recreative 
Physical  Training,  Keep  Fit  classes  for  adults  were  becoming  more 
popular,  and  the  numbers  of  existing  classes  were  increased. 

During  the  spring  the  Organisers  of  Physical  Training,  with  the 
close  co-operation  of  the  Central  Council  of  Recreative  Physical 
Training  and  the  Wirral  Physical  Training  Association  were  respon¬ 
sible  for  two  courses  for  Leaders  of  Recreative  Physical  Training. 
The  two  courses — one  for  men  and  one  for  women — took  place 
over  a  period  of  ten  weeks,  and  each  class  had  over  fifty  names 
on  the  register.  Most  of  the  members  expressed  a  desire  for  further 
courses,  which  is  an  indication  that  there  should  be  no  shortage 
of  leaders  as  the  demand  increases. 

Apart  from  the  ordinary  routine  work  in  Schools,  some  weeks 
were  spent  in  the  organisation  of  a  Physical  Training  Display, 
intended  for  the  opening  of  the  extension  of  the  New  Brighton 
Promenade.  This  programme  was  to  include  representative  work 
by  adults,  and  boys  and  girls  of  the  Secondary  and  Elementary 
Schools  of  the  Borough.  The  international  situation  however  was 
already  becoming  acute,  and  finally  all  preparations  had  to  be 
cancelled.  As  much  time  had  been  given  to  the  organisation  for 
this  display  the  Education  Committee  decided  to  permit  an  informal 
programme  to  be  carried  out  on  Empire  Day,  which  was  considered 
to  be  a  suitable  occasion.  Girls  of  the  Secondary  and  Elementary 
Schools  supported  by  an  adult  Keep  Fit  class  provided  interesting 
items  of  Physical  Training,  Dancing  and  Games.  The  Display  was 
held  in  the  grounds  of  the  Oldershaw  School,  and  in  spite  of  the 
minimum  of  advertising  and  a  bitterly  cold  evening  over  2,0(X) 
spectators  made  up  a  most  appreciative  audience.  The  teachers 
and  children  must  have  been  well  compensated  by  previous  dis¬ 
appointments,  and  hard  work  which  had  helped  to  produce  such  a 
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creditable  performance.  Swimming  continued  with  the  usual 
enthusiasm,  the  style  being  improved  in  spite  of  the  difficulties 
attending  large  classes.  The  latter  is  unavoidable  so  long  as  there  is 
only  one  indoor  bath  in  the  borough. 

The  new  Playing  Fields  at  Leasowe-Road  and  Withens  Lane 
should  have  been  in  use  by  the  Spring  of  1940,  but  unfortunately 
for  the  schools  which  have  experienced  for  so  long  the  need  of 
Playing  Fields,  these  have  been  taken  over  by  the  military  or  in 
connection  with  national  needs. 

Since  the  outbreak  of  war,  activities  have  been  much  curtailed. 
Evacuation,  the  closing  of  schools,  and  the  difficulties  of  the  black¬ 
out,  brought  nearly  everything  to  a  standstill  during  the  latter  half 
of  1939.  Gradually  the  schools  re-opened,  but  in  many  cases  play¬ 
grounds  and  halls  situated  on  the  first  floor  of  buildings  could  not 
be  used.  In  spite  of  difficulties  (accentuated  by  the  entry  of  Mr. 
Patterson  into  H.M.  Forces)  the  teachers  made  valiant  efforts  to 
give  enjoyment  and  exercise  to  small  groups  of  non-evacuated 
children,  in  the  parks  and  grounds  still  available.  As  the  schools 
re-open  with  Air  Raid  Shelter  accommodation  it  should  be  possible 
to  make  adjustments  that  will  enable  the  work  to  be  carried  on 
with  much  of  the  efficiency  and  respect  for  standard  that  existed 
before  the  war.
